SERMON OF JOHN R. RICE SUNDAY NIGHT, OCTOBER 3, FUNDAMENTALIST 


BAPTIST TABERNACLE, DALLAS 
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“And as he sat upon the mount 
of Olives, the disciples came unto 
him privately, saying, Tell us, when 
shall these things be? and what 
shall be the sign of thy coming, 
and of the end of the world? 

"4. And Jesus answered and 
said unto them, Take heed that 
no man deceive you. 

"5. For many shall come in my 
name, saying, | am Christ; and 
shall deceive many. 

"6. And ye shall hear of wars 
and rumors of wars: see that ye 
be not troubled: for all these 
things must come to pass, but the 
end is not yet. 

"7. For nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against king- 
dom: and there shall be famines, 
and pestilences, and earthquakes, 
in divers places. 

"8. And all these are the begin- 
ning of sorrows.'' (Matt. 24:3-8). 


Read the rest of the twenty- 
fourth chapter of Matthew. The 
next verse, verse nine, says, 
“THEN shall they deliver you up 
to be afflicted,”’ etc. Verse ten says, 
“And THEN shall many be of- 
fended,” etc., and verse twenty- 
one below says, “For THEN shall 
be great tribulation” (literally THE 
great tribulation). 

Wars and rumors of wars, the 
Saviour says, are distinctive marks 
of the course of this age, and “Na- 
tion shall rise against nation and 
kingdom against kingdom.” The 
first time great wars should curse 
the world, Christians were to know 
that “the end is not yet.” Many 
Jews might think that the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem in A, D. 70, a 
few years later, betokened the end 
of the world. Rather, the Saviour 
teaches that both wars and the 
rumors of wars with their alarms, 
their dreads and fears and hates 
and plots would grow worse and 
worse to the end of the age and 
that the age itself would come to 
a terrible, hellish climax and final 
end by the most terrible war of 
all. The times of the Gentiles are 
rushing to an end. The nations of 
the world are unconsciously pre- 
paring for the final Armageddon. 
On every "hand we may expect 
wars and rumors of wars to in- 
crease until Christ Himself shall 
come and end all war and person- 
ally take over the kingdom. 


Increasing Wars Follow Increasing 
Sin 

Wars are but an expression of 
the wickedness of mankind. There 
was no war in the Garden of Eden. 
There will be no war in Heaven. 
War is a part of the curse of sin. 
The alarms and fears and hates 
that precede wars and come from 
wars simply accompany the awful 
wickedness of the human race and 
are part of the curse on mankind 
and on the earth since man’s sin. 


The ground itself was cursed for 
man’s sake so that it brings forth 
thorns and thistles. Then when Cain 
killed his brother, the ground was 
further cursed so it would not 
bring forth its full fruit. Then

when the race in sinful pride 
started to build the tower of Babel, 
God brought division and confusion 
among them by confusing their 
languages. The divisions, hates, 
selfishness and war are part of the 
curse on mankind. 

The Scriptures clearly teach that 
this world is getting worse and 
worse. There will be more earth- 
quakes, more flodds, more pests 
of nature, more disease as the age 
gets older. Men will become more 
godless and more wicked. The 
times will become more perilous 
and so wars and bloodshed will 
increase. This is the plain teach- 
ing of II Timothy 3:1-5, which 
Says, 

“This know also, that in the last 
days perilous times shall come. 

"2. For men shall be lovers of 
their own selves, covetous, boast- 
ers, proud, blasphemers, disobedi- 
ent to parents, unthankful, unholy, 

"3. Without natural affection, 
trucebreakers, false accusers, in- 
continent, fierce, despisers of those 
that are good, 

"4, Traitors, heady, highminded, 
lovers of pleasures more than lov- 
ers of God; 

"5. Having a form of godliness, 
but denying the power thereof; 
from such turn away." 


The above Scripture is about 
“the last days.” If those perils 
and sins were true in earlier days, 
then they increase in the latter 
days. ‘Sin is accumulative and 
judgment is accumulative. Notice 
the terms that indicate war. 

“Perilous times’’ 

“Without natural affection” 

“Trucebreakers 

“Fierce” 

“Traitors,’” etc. 

The selfishness, pride, lawless- 
ness and godlessness of the age 
must result in open conflict and 
war among men. In the same chap- 
ter, verse 13 says, 


"But evil men and seducers shall 
wax worse and worse, deceiving 
and being deceived." 


The question of whether the 
world is getting better or worse 
is settled by the Word of God. It 
is continually growing worse. That 
is the reason earthquakes increase 
and wars increase. 


When the Saviour was crucified, 
there followed Him a group of 
women, weeping over His coming 
crucifixion. He turned to them and 
said, “Daughters of Jerusalem, 
weep not for me, but weep for 
yourselves, and for your children 
. » » For if they do these things 
in a green tree, what shall be done 
in the dry?” (Luke 23:28, 31). 
The generation that crucified Jesus 
needed to weep for themselves; 
much more they needed to weep 
for their children. The generation 
that crucified Jesus were like a 
“green tree’’ when it had not yet 
ripened and brought forth its full 
fruit. Later generations, particular- 
ly the last days when Jesus is to 
return to the earth, will be like 
an old tree, dead, when sin has 
brought its full fruit and when the 


race is like dry wood, ready for 


the fires of God’s wrath and judg- 
ment! Repeatedly in the Scrip- 
tures we have the teaching that 
sin is on the increase, “Evil men 


'and seducers shall wax worse and 


worse.’ They will be deceived and 
will deceive others. 


Increase of Wars in Modern Times 


During the World*War I wore 
the uniform of the United States. 
We were told by honest, good men 
that this was “a war to end all 
wars.” President Wilson had the 
ideal of a League of Nations which 
would bring about world - wide 
peace and righteousness, His ideals 
were good but his mistake was in 
trusting men to bring about such 
peace.’ They never have and they- 
never will. This world will never 
have péace, will never be free from 
wars and rumors of wars-until the 
Lord Jesus Christ Himself comes 
and rights the things that are 
wrong with this sin-cursed planet. 


Since the World War things have 
not been better, but worse. France 
had her war with the Druses. Mexi- 
co had a great revolution. In Rus- 
sia the revolution led by commu- 
nists has resulted in an estimated 
1,700,000 murdered. In Spain the 
government was overthrown. King 
Alfonso was dethroned. In South 
America the Chaco War between 
Peru and Bolivia dragged on long 
months, with thousands dead. 
There have been revolutions and 
overthrows of governments in 
Argentina, Chile and Brazil and 
countless other small nations. Mus- 
solini and Hitler seized dictator- 
ships in Italy and Germany. In- 
ternal war among the 450 millions 
of Chinese have left” unmeasurable 
grief and suffering and tragedy. 
Japan seized Manchuria, now Man- 
chukuo, and set up a puppet king. 
Italy, without declaration of war 
and without provocation, seized and 
conquered Ethiopia, slaughtering 
thousands of helpless negroes. And 
now we have had dragging on long, 
long months a civil war in Spain; 
brother against brother, with im-

ported troup Moors from North 
Africa, Italians and others and 
with aid given secretly or openly 
by several nations to the respective 
sides. And last of all, Japan is 
making a determined assault to 
conquer China, with»more blood- 
shed. That war is wicked, inex- 
cusable, murderous, without regard 
to women or children or other non- 
combatants. 


It is a bloody, dark, woeful pic- 
ture, the picture of the world to- 
day. The world is in the grip 
of wars and rumors of wars. 


Expectancy of War Greater Now 
Than Since Time Began 


Nor is there any relief in sight. 
A constant and increasing dread 
is on all of the nations of the 
earth. The war in Spain is not ex- 
pected to dwindle to a happy end 
not even to an inconsequential one. 
On the contrary, every day it 
seems that other nations will be 
drawn into the struggle one way 
or another. The Japanese-Chinese 
clash has sinister implications. Will 
Russia come into the war on the 
side of China? Will Japan bomb 
American warships? Does Japan 
plan to seize the Philippine Is- 
lands? Many think so. What about 
the thousands of missionaries and 
business men in China, with the 
American Consuls, etc? f they 
are killed by raging armies, can 
America ignore it? There is un- 
ease everywhere. No nation trusts 
other nations. Russia, Germany 
and Italy under the hands of ruth- 
less dictatorships, insane for pow- 
er, do not fear God nor regard 
man. Italy has already proven it- 
self ‘without conscience in the 
Ethiopian war. Germany is doubt- 
less just as bad, and godless Rus- 
sia infinitely worse. Communism 
is eating away at the vitals of 
democracy in America and every 
other republic. The breakdown of 
loyalty, integrity and devotion to 
home, country, Constitutional gov- 
ernment and righteousness is 
alarming. 

There are more men under arms 
today, or ready for arms, we are 
told, than at any time in the 
world’s history. There are more 
trained soldiers, more guns, air- 
planes, tanks, battleships, more 
poison gas than ever before. Eng- 
land, America and France are 
straining every nerve in prepared- 
ness. Russia claims in number of 
trained soldiers to be ahead of the 
whole world, and Italy in military 
airplanes. Even children are 
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drilled for war in Italy and else- 
where. 

America has adopted a policy 
of neutrality but on every hand 
people ask the question, “If war 
begins, can we stay out of it?” 
Very few believe that we can. We 
could not maintain our world-wide 
commerce without protecting our 
interests in time of war. Would 
Americans do without coffee for 
breakfast, do without rubber for 
automobile tires, and other neces- 
sities, to be neutral in a great 
war? We doubt it, Would Ameri- 
ca be neutral if it meant no market 
for American cotton and wheat, 
for American automobiles and a 
thousand other products of our 
factories? Would the American 
laborer want peace if it meant 
rising prices and wages cut in 
half? We doubt it. Very few in- 
formed people believe that America 
could stay out of a great world 
war if her ships were torpedoed at 
sea and her consuls, business men 
and missionaries were bombed, ma- 
chine-gunned or otherwise mur- 
dered in foreign lands. If Ameri- 
can ports were blockaded by one 
foreign country so that another 
could not receive food, cotton, ma- 
chinery and war materials from 
us or could not bring us coffee 
and rubber, would America make 
the sacrifice and stay at peace? 
Doubtless she would not. That is 
the feeling in the minds of every 
statesman in the world today about 
his country. Wars themselves are 
bad enough but every nation is 
hounded by rumors of war that 
may start tomorrow, The Word cf 
God is being fulfilled. Wars and 
rumors of wars curse the age in 
which we live and will bring about 
the doom of the present civiliza- 
tion. The world is rushing toward 
Armageddon! 


Scriptures That Foretell Increasing 
War 


In the future wars will grow in- 
creasingly worse. Revelation, the 
Bible. book which is largely con- 
cerned’ with “the things that shall 
be hereafter’ (Rev. 4:1), gives us 
ominous visions of war in the last 
days. Ih these scenes from the 
future, one giant figure, a man 
devil-possessed, called the Man of 
Sin or the Beast, or the Son of 
Perdition, dominates the scene and 
appears again and again, although 
all the nations of the world will 
be involved in future wars. 

In Revelation the sixth chapter, 
God’s Word begins the story of 
all the plagues that will come on 
this earth in a future era of 
trouble. A book of plagues, sealed 
with seven seals, is described. 
When each seal is broken there 
appears some terrible detail of the 
increasing wrath and judgment of 
God on a wicked world. When the 
seventh seal is broken, instead of 
one plague, seven are introduced 
with the blowing of seven akg 
ets. When the seventh trump 
blown, instead of one curse, sev “ 


pmore are revealed in the bowls or 


vials of the wrath of God! These 
curses occupy nearly all of the 
fourteen chapters of Revelation, 
beginning with chapter six and 
ending with chapter nineteen. 
Now comes a startling revela- 
tion. The first scene in this hor- 
rible period of bloodshed is of a 
man on a white horse, conquering 
and to conquer, with a bow in his 
hand for war. The last scene which 
ends the picture of the present 
civilization is of another man on a 
white horse! This time it is the 
Lord from Heaven, followed by 
armies of angels with a sword 
which goes forth from His mouth 
to slay the wicked. The total com- 
posite picture of the first nineteen 
chapters of Revelation is of blood- 
shed, war, rule and death. Let me 
give you some of these Scriptures 
showing of the wars and rumors 
of wars that are yet to come on 
this earth. 
Revelation 6:1-8 reads: 


“And | saw when the Lamb 
opened one of the seals, and | 
heard, as it were the noise of 
thunder, one of the four beasts 
saying, Come and see. 


"2. And | saw, and behold a 
white horse; and he that sat on 
him had a bow; and a crown was 
given unto him: and he went forth 
conquering, and to conquer. 


"3. And when he had opened 


the second seal, | heard the sec- 
ond beast say, Come and see. 


"4. And there went out another 
horse that was red: and power was 
given to him that sat thereon to 
take peace from the earth, and 
that they should kill one another 
and there was given unto him a 
great sword. 


''5. And when he had opened the 
third seal, | heard the third beast 
say, Come and see. And | be- 
held, and lo, a black horse; and 
he that.sat on him had a pair of 
balances in his hand. 


"6. And | heard a voice in the 
midst of the four beasts say, A 
measure of wheat for a penny, and 
three measures. of barley for a 
penny; and see thou hurt not the 
oil and the wine. 


"7, And when he had opened 
the fourth seal, | heard the voice 
of the fourth beast say, Come and 
see. 

"8. And | looked, and behold a 
pale horse; and his name that sat 
on him was Death, and Hell fol- 
lowed with him. And power was 
given unto them over the fourth 
part of the earth, to kill with sword, 
and with hunger, and with death, 
and with the beasts of the earth.” 

First, there is a strongly central- 
ized conquering government, duel 
by one man, that man with a bow 


in his hand. The second horse- 
man rides a horse red, red as bicod, 


and this one comes “to take peace 
from the earth, and that they 
should kill one another: and there 
was given unto him a great 
sword.” Dictatorships inevitably 
lead to future war and that is yet 
in the future for America. 


After the red horse comes the 
black horse of famine. Destroyed 
crops, destroyed man - power, de- 
stroyed factories, fields laying idle, 
ships of grain torpedoed by sub- 
marines— this spells famine and 
utter, gaunt starvation to the poor 
millions of the earth. That is the 
inevitable result of war and it will 
come upon the whole earth. 


Last of all is the pale horse and 
his rider, death! One-fourth of the 
population of the world will be 
killed “with sword, and with 
hunger, and with death, and with 
the beasts of the earth!” That is 
not a lovely picture. But it simply 
bears out the statement of Jesus 
that this world will be cursed with 
wars and rumors of war until 
His coming. 


Armies Demon-Possessed In Last 
Days 

In Revelation the ninth chapter 
we have the fearful picture of the 
star that fell from Heaven. Sa- 
tan, the fallen angel, is pictured 
as having the key of the bottom- 
less pit and opening that pit of 
Hell, a horrible plague of locusts 
come out of Hell. But these “lo- 
custs” are not the kind that eat 
grass or trees. These “locusts” are 
not insects. Rather, they are de- 
mons out of Hell who will enter 
into wicked men on the earth, tor- 
menting them and leading them to 
war. This tragic story is the Word

“And the number of the army of 
the horsemen were two hundred 
thousand thousands; and I heard 
the number of them.”” The imagery 
of the chapter is used, then, to 
picture an army of two, hundred 
million men. possessed of demons 
and sotled by<Satan to war’ 
Verse 18 tells-us that these 
armies will slay a third part of the 
remaining population of the earth. 


Revelation 6:8 tells how one-fourth * 


of the population will have already 
been destroyed. Of the remaining 
three parts, one part will be killed 
by this army of demon-possessed 
soldiers. This means that-alto- 
gether one-half of the population 
of the earth is to die a horrible 
death in the time of sorrows which 
is to be upon the earth! 


Jesus spoke of wars and rumors 
of wars! Few people dream of the 
horrors this world will yet see. 


And the saddest part of all that 
ninth chapter above is in the last 
two verses. Read them again and 
you will see that despite all the 
war and pain and sorrow yet most 
wicked men will not repent of their 
sins. 


The Man of Sin "The Beast’ To 
Make War With the Saints and 
Overcome the Whole World 


Turn with me to Revelation, 
chapter thirteen. There we see a 
great beast with seven heads and 
ten horns come out of the sea.
